SUSPENSION OF LICENSE 

This above-captioned matter came before the Arizona Board of 

Osteopathic Examiners in Medicine and Surgery for consideration January 

15, 1988 pursuant to A.R.S.§32-1855.A and C. 

The Board having considered al l  the information in the matter 

thus presented, and being f u l l y  advised, enters the following Findings of 

Fact, Conclusions of Law and Order. 

FINDINGS OF FACT 

I 

The Arizona Board of Osteopathic Examiners in Medicine and 

Surgery is the duly constituted authori ty for the regulation and 

control of the practice of osteopathic medicine in the State of Arizona.

RONALD J. BOHMER, D.O., is the holder of License No. 1983 for 

the practice of osteopathic medicine in the State of Arizona.

On January 12, 1988, an analysis of bodily f lu id  samples 

obtained from RONALD J. BOHMER, D.O. on December 30, 1987 showed posi- 

t ive for the fol lowing drugs: Phentermine, Meprobamate, Codeine, 

Sal icylate and Propoxyphene. These drugs were not prescribed for 

RONALD J. BOHMER, D.O. by a duly licensed physician for therapeutic 

purposes.

On January 15, 1988, an analysis of bodily f l u id  samples 

obtained from RONALD J. BOHMER, D. O. on January 4, 1988 showed posi- 

r ive for Phentermine and Benzodiazapene. These drugs were not 

prescribed for RONALD J. BOHMER, D.O. by a duly licensed physician 

for therapeutic purposes. 

V 

The Board has ju r i sd ic t ion  over the subject matter hereof and 

the l i cen t ia te .  

VI 

The conduct described in Paragraph I I I  and IV above constitutes 

unprofessional conduct within the meaning of A.R.S.§32-1854.A.23, use 

of control led substances or prescr ipt ion-only drugs unless provided 

by a medical pract i t ioner ,  as defined in §32-1901, paragraph 34, as 

part of a lawful course of treatment. 

VII 

The public health, safety and welfare imperatively require 

emergency action by this Board. 

ORDER 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that License 1983 for the practice of 

osteopathic medicine and surgery in the State of Arizona, held by 

RONALD J. BOHMER, D.O., be and the same is hereby summarily suspended 

pursuant to A.R.S.§32-1855.C.
